Methods for Cleaning 


Greasy Iron Skillets 


By POLLY CRAMER 


DEAK POLLY—I use iron skillets for frying. I want to tell 
Bev that she can remove the built-up grease on the outside of 
hers by building a good, hot fire in the fireplace or the back 
yard grille and then putting the skillet in the fire. This burns 
off the baked-on grease if the pan is left long enough. 
I have also used oven cleaner but it takes several applica­ 
tions and must be done outdoors in the fresh air. Use only on 
the inside of the pans. Do not get this on anything else, so 
spread lots of old newspapers under your work. To clean rust 
from the inside, rub repeatedly with a salt-free oil. I also oil 
them after each use and then wipe well with a paper towel. 
They can be cleaned if you work at it.
